The counetl meeting lnst evening wns
the third of the series for the constdorn:
tionof the Viazney application for w
ligquor license,

There were  present Mayor Simpson,
Councilmen Brommond, Bucholz, Bul-
lock, Dexter, Degner, Ulile and Viele.

In addition to the nttorneys heretofore
appearing in the case W. M. Robertson
was present as counsel for the Anti-
Snloon league, ncting in conjunction
with George 1. Whitham.

The introduction of Viazney's petition
marked exhibit A" was objected to by
the remonstrants on the ground that no
proper foundation was Isid, that it does
not show to have been signed by G0 free.
holders, and further does not show o
mnjority of the free holders of the First
ward,

Judge Barnesin behalf of Viazney
took exceptions to this objection and
(quite a protracted discassion took place
between the attorneys as to the relative
force of the general statues nnd the city
ordinance, ns governing in  this matter.

Judge Robertson took the position
that while the statues are general for
the state and counties they contemplated
that cities of this class must pass ordi-
nances which should be sapreme within
the limits of the corporntion as long as
they did not conflict with the state lnw.
These ordinances must be all good or all
bad, If a part is abandoned all must be.
He contended that the ordinances were
passed in good faith by preceeding coun-
cils and were intended to be operative.
The present city ordinance relative to
the sale of intoxicating liqguor pluinly
says that an applicant must have a peti-
tition “signed by at least 50 resident
froe holders.” He further argued that
the city council was as supreme in its
legislation in regard to aftairs within
the city limits as the legislature was
within the limits of thestate.  The coun-
cil who passed the ordinance fixed the
number of free holders necessary on a
saloon petition at 30. It was only fair
to presume on their intelligence and
knowledge of the law.

Against  this view Judge Darnes
quoted at length from the general
statues and very emphatically denied
the correctness of the pogition of his
opponent. From his point of view
the law of the state plainly stated that
in citics of this class, where there was
less than 0 resident free holders in a
ward, a saloon petition was valid when
it was signed by a majority of them.
Inthe caseof Viazney more than 21
free holders had signed. There being
only 34 resident freeholders in the ward
this was n clear majority and that was
all the law contemplated.  City councils
have no right to pass ordinances that
contlict with the general statues, They
must comply with such geperal law of
the state as in force,

The city cannot compel complinuce
with an ordinance that demands o de-
parture from the general laws. The
design and purpoee of the ordinance was
merely to make provisions for the carry-
ing out of the law already on the statue

books.
Afrer the arguments had been pre-

sented by the counsel on both sides it
wns moved by Buollock ard seconded by
Bruomunond that wotion be overruled,

On roll eall, Brommond, Buacholz,
Bullock, Degner, Dexter and Viele voted
aye, Uhle not voting, The motion was
declared carried.

Exhibit *“B'"—notice of publication—
was objected to by remonstrants on the
ground that no proper foundation was
laid and that notice attached to aflida-
vit does not show that it was a proper
notice.

Motion made that this be overruled
prevailed, six votes cast, being aye,

The remonstrants further objected to
exhibit *C""—hond for saloon license—
claiming that no proper foundation had
been laid and rfor the further reason
that said bond was flled on first day of
May, 1860,

Objection was promptly overruled by
the council.

C. Walker was then sworn as a
w the remonstrants and asked
if V.ezney had blinds or screens at his
door or windows of his saloon.

At this peint Attorney Barnes made
an objection to the signatures of . L,
Witham and . G, Somers to the re-
monstrants a8 neither of them were
residents of the First ward and there-
fore had no right to appear as protest-
ants.

Viele made g motion to overrule Bar-
nes’ objection. It was lost by the fol-
lowing vote. Ayes—Bullock and Viele ;
Nays—Brummond, HBucholz, Degner
and Dexter,

A wotion was then made by Dexter to
reconsider and carried, Brummoad
casting the only negative vote,

Mr. Walker was then allowed to give
his testimony,
Adjournment was taken until 70

Friday evening when the case will be
continued,
